Miss  May  Kennedy,  B.S.,  M.A., 
R.N.,  who  since  1932  has  been  Profes- 
sor of  Nursing  and  Associate  Director 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  at  the  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing,  retired  from  the  posi- 
tion on  February  1.  She  plans  to  re- 
main active  in  teaching,  but  her  plans 
are  not  yet  definite.  Miss  Kennedy  is 
known  throughout  the  country  as  a 
lecturer  and  educator  in  the  nursing 
field  and  as  treasurer  and  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American 
Nursing  Association. 

Miss  Kennedy  graduated  from  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
in  Chicago,  111.,  received  her  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  at  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University,  and  her  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

Much  of  Miss  Kennedy's  work  has 
been  devoted  to  teaching  and  lecturing 
on  psychiatric  nursing  through  the 
Middle-West.  She  has  been  extremely 
active  in  state  and  district  nursing  or- 
ganizations, as  well  as  in  national  nurs- 
ing groups.  Among  her  many  offices, 
she  has  been  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Commission  to  Investigate  Management 
and  Affairs  of  Mental  Hospitals  of  the 
State  of  New  York:  Chairman  for  the 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  for  the 
American  Nurses'  Association:  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Mental  Hy- 
giene and  Psychiatric  Nursing  at  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  Education: 
President  of  New  York  State  Board  of 
Nurse  Examiners.

"SPEECH  TRAINING' 


The  above  picture  shows  one  of  the  recent  innovations  in  the  Plastic  Sur- 
gery Clinic.  Mrs.  Esti  D.  Freud  is  engaged  in  instructing  a  little  patient  who  is 
undergoing  necessary  training  of  speech  following  the  repair  of  a  cleft  palate. 
Although  congenital  cleft  palates  are  usually  repaired  when  the  child  is  eighteen 
months  of  age  the  comprehensive  management  of  the  child  with  such  deformity 
requires  that  he  be  observed  at  regular  intervals  until  his  speech  is  perfect.  Close 
cooperation  between  the  surgeon  and  the  speech  therapist  dictates  the  type  of 
clinical  operation  which  may  be  utilized  should  defects  of  speech  be  in  evidence 
as  the  child  grows.  Mrs.  Freud's  exceptional  ability  in  the  field  of  speech  train- 
ing is  the  outcome  of  her  long  association  with  Dr.  Heinreich  Newmann  in  the 
Allegemeine  Kranhenhaus  in  Vienna.  She  also  held  an  appointment  as  instructor 
at  the  University  of  Vienna.  Her  work  in  the  field  of  speech  training  includes 
not  only  the  care  of  cleft  palate  cases  but  also  the  speech  management  of  patients 
who  have  had  total  laryngectomies,  cases  in  which  paralysis  of  the  vocal  cord 
has  resulted  from  aphasia  or  other  causes,  and  cases  of  stammering.

Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene. 

Miss  Kennedy  is  the  author  of  many 
papaers  on  Psychiatric  Nursing,  ethics, 
teaching  and  supervision  of  schools  of 
nursing  and  civil  service. 

As  Associate  Director  of  the  School 
of  Nursing,  Miss  Kennedy's  contribu- 
tion to  the  administration  of  the  educa- 
tional programs  of  the  school  has  been 
characterized  by  thoroughness,  organi- 
zational insight,  and  an  unfailing  in- 
terest in  people.  Graduates,  undergrad- 
uates and  young  faculty  members  recog- 
nized her  ability  to  transmit  methods 
of  utilizing  classroom  knowledge  into 
independent,  constructive  thinking. 

Miss  Kennedy  spent  a  great  portion 
of  her  time  working  with  the  many 
foreign  students  who  came  to  the 
School  for  observation  periods  of  vary- 
ing lengths.

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THE  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

Of  The  New  York  Hospital 


Because  many  people  are  not  dear  in 
their  own  minds  what  constitutes  a 
medical  service  or  "Internal  Medicine  " 
perhaps  we  had  better  begin  by  defining 
"Interna!  Medicine".  It  is  that  branch 
of  medical  practice  which  deals  with  de- 
fects and  disorders  of  the  adult  human 
body,  whether  these  disorders  may  be 
due  to  changes  in  structure  or  changes 
in  function  or  due  to  infection  or  to  the 
effects  of  emotional  stresses  and  strains. 

The  medical  department  consists  of 
pavilions  for  the  care  of  bed  patients 
and  clinics  for  the  care  of  ambulatory 
patients.  Unlike  some  Hospitals  closely 
associated  with  a  medical  college  the 
pavilions  are  not  divided  into  the 
various  medical  specialties,  such  as 
cardiac,  diabetes,  etc.  We  have  in  all  152 


beds  for  in-patients.  1  hese  are  divided 
into  two  large  pavilions  for  general  med- 
ical problems,  one  pavilion  each  for  the 
acute  infectious  diseases,  pulmonary 
disorders  and  for  patients  suffering  from 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  These 
pavilion  beds  provide  care  for  more  than 
2,000  patients  per  year. 

For  the  care  of  ambulatory  patients 
a  large  out-patient  department  is  main- 
tained. The  clinics  care  for  approxim- 
ately 300,000  patients  per  year  and  they 
occupy  four  floors  in  the  K  and  L  build- 
ings opposite  the  medical  pavilions.  It 
is  in  the  out-patients  department  that 
the  medical  specialty  services  are  estab- 
lished. These  include  cardiac,  endocrine, 
skin,  neurology,  pulmonary,  gastro  in- 
testinal, allergy,   arthritis,   vascular,  a

special  clinic  for  psycho  somatic  disor- 
ders and  venereal  diseases.  These  special 
clinics  are  stafi'ed  by  capable  specialists 
and  their  purpose  is  to  render  more  ex- 
pert diagnostic  and  consultation  services 
for  our  ambulatory  patients.  Also  the 
medical  department  helps  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  personnel  health  service 
for  employees,  medical  students  and 
nurses. 

In  addition  to  providing  this  exten- 
sive service  for  medical  care  of  patients 
the  medical  service  is  responsible  for  a 
teaching  program  both  for  medical  stu- 
dents and  for  post  graduate  students  and 
student  nurses.  The  second  and  third 
year  medical  students  of  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  School  receive  in- 
struction in  the  pavilions  in  the  diagno- 
sis and  treatment  of  bed  patients.  The 
fourth  year  students  receive  their  med- 
ical instruction  in  the  Out-patient  de- 
partment. Post  graduate  instruction  for 
the  house  staff  of  interns  and  residents 
has  lately  been  expanded  so  that  there 
are  now  more  than  twice  the  number  of 
these  young  men  doing  post  graduate 
study  than  there  were  before  the  war. 
Practically  all  of  these  men  are  veterans. 
Post  graduate  study  in  the  various  med- 
ical specialties  is  available  in  both  the 
pavilions  and  in  the  out-patient  de- 
partments. 

Also  in  keeping  with  the  ideals  and 
standards  of  a  teaching  hospital  med- 
ical service  is  the  amount  of  research 
that  is  carried  out.  not  only  in  the  pa- 
vilions and  out-patient  departments  but 
also  in  the  hospital  laboratories.  Pro- 
grams are  now  under  wav  for  investi- 
gating the  newer  methods  of  treating 
tuberculosis.  In  the  field  of  pschoso- 
matic  medicine  the  New  York  Hospital 
has  long  been  a  leader.  Extensive  proj- 
ects for  research  in  the  problems  of 
shock,  endocrine  disorders,  and  vascu- 
lar disorders  are  being  carried  out.

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The  Filipino  Nurses'  Association  New  York  Chapter 


On  thf  afternoon  of  January  12th  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  FiUpino  Nurses'  Association  gave  a  special 
program  and  lea  at  the  Nurses  Residence  of  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  for  two  visiting 
countrymen,  who  had  just  arrived  from  the  Philippines,  Dr.  Josefa  M.  llano  and  Mrs.  Genara  de  Guzman,  President  of 
the  Filipino  Nurses'  Association  in  the  Philippines. 

Mrs.  Celerina  Miguel,  from  Woman's  Clinic  and  President  of  the  New  York  Chapter,  talked  briefly  outlining 
the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Filipino  Nurses'  Association.  She  emphasized  the  fact  that  their  numerical  deficiency  here  in 
New  York  City  compared  to  the  enormous  tasks  that  lay  ahead  of  them  should  be  a  source  of  inspiration  rather  than  dis- 
couragement if  they  expected  to  succeed  in  their  aims. 

Dr.  llano  spoke  about  the  tremendous  health  problems  confronting  the  doctors  and  nurses  in  the  Philippines.  She 
expressed  her  gratitude  to  the  American  people  throughout  the  country  for  their  generous  hospitality. 

Mrs.  de  Guzman  discussed  the  plans  for  raising  funds  to  erect  a  memorial  home  for  nurses  in  the  Philippines  in 
memory  of  those  nurses  who  gave  their  lives  during  World  War  II. 

Tea  was  served  by  two  members  of  the  association  who  were  dressed  in  their  native  costumes  giving  the  occasion  a 
touch  of  the  oriental  atmosphere  in  an  occidental  background. 

Miss  Marciana  B.  Cortes  from  Woman's  Clinic  was  responsible  for  arranging  the  tea  that  brought  together, 
members,  friends,  and  faculty  of  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.

HOW  TO  GET  THERE  QUICKER 

If  you're  one  of  those  who's  bitten 
his  nails  while  waiting  for  an  elevator 
that  never  seemed  to  come,  you  could 
do  worse  than  take  a  tip  from  James 
Kelly,  Supervisor  of  Elevators. 

He  points  out  that  although  there's 
congestion  and  therefore  delay  on  a  few 
elevators,  most  of  the  cars  get  very  little 
use. 

His  solution  is  to  urge  us  all  to  ride 
the  car  nearest  us  when  we  want  to 
get  from  one  floor  to  another,  rather 
than  walk  out  of  our  way  to  ride  the 
few  cars  where  the  G  and  F  corridors 
cross,  or  those  where  F  and  H  cross. 

In  the  vicinity  of  those  intersections, 
he  points  out,  there  are  a  total  of  only 
10  cars.

Behind  a  closed  door  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Nurses'  Residence,  steadily 
and  quietly  works  one  of  the  nurses' 
best  friends,  Mrs.  Mary  Gardini.  Our 
students  visit  her  for  their  new  Fresh- 
man uniforms,  for  Junior  and  Senior 
patches  and  replacements. 

Mrs.  Gardini  was  born  in  Genoa, 
Italy,  the  eldest  of  four  children.  At 
the  age  of  ten,  she  started  her  appren- 
ticeship with  a  private  dressmaker  and 
for  five  years  worked  with  no  salary, 
"but  without  any  tuition  fee".  When 
she  was  about  fifteen,  Mrs.  Gardini 
and  her  father  came  to  America.  Her 
father  returned  to  her  three  brothers  in 
Italy  and  about  five  years  later,  the 
family  had  a  reunion  in  Buenos  Aires 
where  she  remained  about  two  years. 
Perhaps  it  was  romance  that  drew  her 
back  again  to  North  America,  for  soon 
after  her  return,  she  married  her  former 
sweetheart. 

This  neighborhood  is  a  very  familiar 
one  to  Mary,  for  she  has  lived  in  the 
fifties  and  sixties  since  her  return  about 
1912.  Her  daughter,  Marie  Anne,  was 
born  at  the  old  Flower  Hospital.  She 
is  devoted  to  Marie  and  her  two  chil- 
dren. Marylin  is  a  beautiful  brown 
eyed  little  girl  of  eight  whom  we  all 
have  known  since  babyhood.  She  and 
her  two  year  old  brother  Ronald  are 
frequent  visitors  and  Marylin's  present 


ambition  is  to  work  at  our  Information 
Desk. 

A  cherished  dream  recently  became  a 
reality  and  the  entire  family  built 
with  Mrs.  Gardini  her  fondest  hobby, 
her  "little  dream  house '.  About  ten 
years  ago,  she  bought  an  acre  of  land 
in  Green  County,  where  the  houses  are 
about  a  hundred  yards  apart,  and  the 
village  has  a  post  office  and  a  few  stores. 
They  erected  a  three  room  prefabricated 
log  cabin  in  1945,  dug  a  two  room 
basement  in  1946.  and  in  1947  expect 
to  add  the  porch.  All  the  work  is  done 
by  two  cousins,  her  son-in-law,  her 
daughter,  and  Mary  herself,  even  to 
pouring  the  cement!  They  live  out- 
side almost  entirely,  even  to  eating  and 
dishwashing.  Electricity  is  convenient 
but  the  cooking  is  done  on  a  two  burner 
army  gas  stove. 

Mary  Gardini  came  to  us  in  1933 
and  in  all  these  years  has  lost  only  two 
and  a  half  days  because  of  illness.  She 
has  seen  changes  in  the  uniform  and 
many  many  students  have  passed  her 
expert  inspection.  The  original  basque 
waist,  interlined  (and  hot) ,  with  leg 
o'  mutton  sleeve  has  been  used  constant- 
ly since  the  very  first  uniforms  were  de- 
signed in  the  1  880's.  When  Marie  was 
married,  Mary  chose  this  pattern  as  a 
foundation  for  her  daughter's  wedding 
dress  which,  with  its  twelve  yards  of 
Skinner's  satin,  three  yard  train,  and 
dozens  of  satin  buttons,  was  an  exqui- 
site piece  of  workmanshio.  The  class 
of  1949  is  the  first  to  have  uniforms 
made  with  the  unlined  pleated  back 
blouse  attached  soft  cuffs  to  replace 
the  starch  detached  one  formerly  used. 
About  5,000  new  student  uniforms 
of  plaid  and  checked  gingham  have  been 
made  in  her  little  sewing  room. 

Repairs?  Just  multiply  this  by  the 
years.  Uniforms  are  exchanged  when 
an  entire  waist  or  sleeve  is  needed  and 
when  patches  will  do,  the  whole  side 
or  front  or  back  is  removed  and  resewn. 
Aprons  are  almost  always  exchanged 
and  the  mending  consists  mostly  of 
pulled  out  buttonholes.  Student  caps 
are  exchanged  for  new.  When  she  first 
came,  student  caps  were  made  outside, 
but  for  some  years,  Mrs.  Gardini  has 


made  the  present  wash  cap  and  her 
total  is  about  2,000.  She  is  very  con- 
servative and  economical  of  new  mater- 
ial and  when  the  precious  plaid  and 
check  is  no  longer  usable  for  uniform 
or  patches,  it  is  carefully  packed  and 
systematically  destroyed  so  that  it  can- 
not possibly  turn  up  as  dust  cloths  or 
in  some  other  undesirable  use. 

Mary  Gardini  is  pleasant  to  meet 
and  co-operative.  We  never  have  seen 
her  excited  or  upset.  She  just  smiles 
and  starts  her  machine  and,  lo,  the  well 
uniformed  nurse  results.  And  this  is 
why  we  all  respect  and  like  the  lady 
behind  a  closed  door  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  Nurses'  Residence.

'TEMPORARY'  WORKER 
HIRED  NOV.  1,  1921 

This  will  serve  to  introduce  one  of 
our  "Old  Timers",  Mrs.  Mary  Ferrari, 
who  works  in  the  Sewing  Unit  of  The 
Laundry  Department.  Mrs.  Ferrari's 
employment  with  us  started  November 
1.  1921,  at  the  old  New  York  Hospital 
on  a  temporary  basis,  but  she  stayed 
with  us  for  25  years.  Mary  remembers 
the  days  when  her  work  consisted  of 
the  back-breaking  job  of  "hand  mark- 
ing" all  our  hospital  linen. 

A  widow  with  a  6-year  old  child 
and  an  invalid  mother-in-law  to  sup- 
port, made  her  life  a  struggle,  but  she 
has  a  sincerity,  sweetness,  and  friendli- 
ness not  shown  by  many  people  who 
have  had  to  face  similar  experiences. 
She  now  has  a  three-year  old  grandson 
who  is  the  "apple  of  her  eye." 

Mrs.  Ferrari  recalls  a  remark  she  had 
made  to  the  girls  when  she  was  employed 
at  the  hospital  only  8  mon'^hs.  The 
conversation  concerned  a  former  em- 
ployee having  been  with  the  hospital 
for  25  years  to  which  Mary  added,  "To 
catch  up  with  her,  I  only  have  4  months 
and  24  years  to  go."  She  laughs  todav 
for  she  never  dreamed  then  that  those 
very  words  would  one  day  become  a 
reality.
